On clay and heavy soils, the same material opens the closely 
packed particles, allowing the water to seep through, the roots 
to reach out more easily, and insures a stronger plant. 

Provide food by application of any of the fertilizers listed 
on page 4]. They are all tried and tested brands which we 
recommend unconditionally if not applied too heavily. It is 
much better to make two light applications than one that is 
heavy enough to burn the plant.
